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INTRODUCTION 


SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


During 1983, all taxable property in the town of 
Sullivan was reappraised by appraisors of the State of 
New Hampshire Department of Revenue Administration. The 
new appraisal values reflect the true and full value of 
Sullivan property and have equalized the property tax 
burden among Sullivan taxpayers. 

As identified in last year's report, a plan for up- 
grading present highway equipment has been developed t 
through the cooperative efforts of the Budget Committee 
members, Selectmen, Road Agent and others. Sullivan voters 
will have the opportunity via the hearing process and 
town meeting, respectively, to express their views and 
act on the proposal. 

Improvements to town buildings during the year in- 
cluded adding insulation and an oil-fired heating system 
to the firestation, constructing a new chimney at the 
highway garage, and painting the exterior stage area of 
Community Hall. The planning committee for improving 
Community Hall has recommended the installation of a 
holding tank to replace the one-holer. The selectmen have 
accepted the recommendation, authorized design specif- 
ications, and are awaiting design approval from the 
New Hampshire Water Pollution & Supply Control. 

Effective July 1, 1983, the New Hampshire Department 
of Public Works and Highways initiated a new block grant 
program. The block grant program consists of two parts: 
Apportionment A, which is a consolidation of former "TRA", 
"Highway Subsidy", and "Additional Highway Subsidy" 
programs; and Apportionment B, which is the former "Duncan 
Fund". For the first year under the block grant program, 
Sullivan is to receive slightly more in total dollars 
than under the former programs. 

Within the guidelines provided by town meeting, a 
continuing effort is being made to seek the most value for 
the dollar expended. The town continues to participate 
in group purchasing of fuel supplies through the South- 
western New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission, and 
where alternatives exist in other areas of expense, the 
most cost-effective practical solution is sought. 

Analysis of the 1983 Sullivan Tax rate shows the 
town portion of the tax burden to be 18% as shown in the 
following figure. With the school share at 75% and the 
county accounting for the remaining 7%, it should be 
evident. that voter involvement is important in school, 
town, and county affairs.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The rate of land subdivision slowed in 1983, there 
being only one subdivision application considered by the 
Planning Board. Mr. Briscoe asked to subdivide one 
lot on the Gilsum Road making three separate lots. This 
was approved. 


In the 1983 session of the General Court, all New 
Hampshire planning law was rewritten. While the actual 
changes made were minor, a complete review of all Town 
ordinances relating to planning and zoning will be 
needed and the local laws updated to conform to the new 
law before January 1, 1986. This will occupy the attention 
of the Planning Board during 1984. 


Our Chairman, Neil Henry resigned in December because 
his work now takes him out of town during the week. 
The Town should be grateful for his patient, conscientious 
leadership during the past two years. The Board will 
miss Neil Henry.

SULLIVAN PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


It is encouraging to find that the number of books 
loaned, requests received and interest in the Sullivan 
Public Library steadily increases each year. 


The circulation for 1983 was 5,060. Adult iecven 
loaned - 1,411 books; adult non-fiction loaned 887 books; 
and juvenile fiction and non-fiction loaned 2,496 books. 
There were 44 special request loans made from the N.H. 
State Library. 


We average 200 patrons per month (50 per week) during 
the eight weekly hours that the library is open. At- 
tendance at our monthly evening programs averages 26 
people for slide shows and topics that have included 
Managing Your Woodlands, trips to Alaska, Iceland, the 
Eskimos in the Canadian Sub-arctic, Around the World 
in 80 Days, Herbs for the Holidays, and the Sullivan 
Archeological Dig. 


Our money raising projects this year have included 
the sale of discarded books, Sullivan cookbooks, Holiday 
Craft Bazaar, Sullivan maps, notepaper, historic book- 
lets, and town histories. 


The N.H. State Library Bookmobile has been dis-— 
continued which is a great loss to small public libraries 
Such as ours. They supplied us with well over 600 
books per year which were exchanged every six months. 
This is one reason why our budget for 1984 has increased 
Slightly, the first time in several years. 


Five hundred and seven books were added to our 
Shelves this year: 331 were new and the remainder were 
books donated by townspeople and out-of-town friends. 
We are most appreciative of donations of any kind and 
hope they will continue. 


A project being considered for 1984 by the library 
trustees is the addition of new bookshelves.

SULLIVAN FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Sullivan Fire Department had a fairly quiet year 
this year with only five calls. There were: 


1 Chimney Fire; 2 Vehicle Fires; 
1 Brush Fire; 1 Structure Fire 


The Department would like to commend the people in 
town for their attentiveness regarding safe wood stove 
procedures. Your carefulness shows in the fact that 
there was only one chimney fire all year. Due to the 
quick response of Sullivan and several area towns the 
one brush fire we had on Route 9 was contained to only 
one half acre. This is keeping with the State of New 
Hampshire average of only one half acre per burn. 


We are sorry to say that the one house fire we had 
was a total loss due to the remote location of the buil- 
ding. Without the services of Mr. Strickland in the 
Pitcher Mtn Fire Tower the fire could have spread to 
the surrounding woods doing much more damage. 
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We are pleased to report through the hard work and 
dedication of the officers in the department we were 
able to receive a $500.00 grant from the State of New 
Hampshire. This was used to purchase some much needed 
forestry equipment. We hope with this new equipment and 
the re-outfitting of our brush vehicle (M4) we will be 
able to better handle all forest fires. 


The fire department still offers chimney cleaning 
for donations and we hope that the townspeople will con- 
tinue to take advantage of this service. 


We would like to thank all the townspeople for their 
generous donations and hope that we have a safe and 
quiet 1984.

SULLIVAN RESCUE SQUAD 


We have had a reasonably quiet year with our calls 
averaging one per month. We responded to: 


4 Car Accidents 

1 Disturbance 

6 Medical Emergencies 
1 Motorcycle Accident 


We held several drills through the year one of 
which was a simulated hazardous chemical spill. We 
cooperated with Fire Department and Civil Defense on 
this drill. With Route 9 passing through our town there 
is a very real possibility of this kind of situation. 

We have also added to our rescue squad supplies 
this year. With the help of donations and contributions 
from the townspeople we have put new tires on the rescue 
vehicle, replaced the air shocks and added medical 
Supplies. We are also proud of the fact that we have 
done all these things without using tax money. We are 
always trying to improve the service we provide with 
new and better equipment and better trained personnel. 
We hope to be able to continue to provide this service 
for as long as we are needed.

In addition to regular annual maintenance (plowing, 
patching, ditch cleaning, etc.), the following 
improvement projects were completed on Sullivan Class 
V roads during 1983:

With limitations on resources ( mong and equipment) 
the present effort is to make lasting improvements to 
road areas most in need of repair. Identified as in 
need of improvement and where future effort should be 
placed are the two bridges on Old Concord Road and 
selected areas on the Valley Road. 


Up until August, no major repairs to highway 
equipment were required; however, since then the follow- 
ing repairs have been necessary: frame repair to Inter- 
national 1800, block replacement in the Trojan loader, 
Gaucch repair in the Dodge 3/4 ton. As in prior years, 
major repairs have used up "repair appropriations” and 
resulted in a fair amount of vehicle "out of service” 
time. 

During the summer months, the Highway Department 
participated in Southwest Employment Training Program. 
Under this program the Town received 192 hours of labor 
at no cost while a Sullivan youth benefitted from Summer 
employment. 


In an effort to make the Highway crew's functioning 
easier, residents are requested to keep the right-of-way 
for Town roads free and clear of parked vehicles or 
other objects.
